If the scenes in our lesson, the 
L ast Supper, were not sufficient­ 
ly dram atic in the simple descrip­ 
tion which the New Testam ent 
record gives, great artists would 
have dram atized it for us 
and 
made 
the 
setting 
unforgetable. 
The 
greatest 
depiction 
of 
the 
scene in a rt is the famous paint­ 
ing by Leonardo da Vinci, though 
it is more accurate, in the emo-_ 
tions tha t it evok es than in its 
historical 
detail. 
It is unlik ely 
that the disciples ate a t a long 
table of Leonardo’s arrangem ent. 
More lik ely 
they were grouped 
together at tables in the form of 
a hollow square, and were re­ 
clining instead of sitting. 
But the 
phy sical details are 
unim portant. 
Jesus and His dis­ 
ciples 
were Jews, 
and in har­ 
mony with the statem ent of Jesus 
that He had not come to destroy 
the law 
or the prophets, 
they 
were engaged in w hat was, and 
continues to be, the holiest of all 
Jewish observances, the celebra­ 
tion of the Passover. 
This spe­ 
cific 
celebration 
in 
the 
upper 
room has a new and added his­ 
torical significance as the origin 
of the Christian sacram ent, or the 
Lord's Supper, which is so much 
the essence of Christian faith and 
fellowship 
that 
we 
speak 
of 
C hristian 
bodies, 
or 
denomina­ 
tions, as “communions."

%W as Jesus 
consciously estab­ 
lishing such a rite? 
It is 
a 
question we may ask , but that we 
cannot answrer. 
Much m ight be 
said for the idea that Jesus was 
sanctify ing all fellowship and all 
partak ing of food together.

evidently a real meal. The small

sume that all danger of price inflation has been 


removed. 
The ceiling is Leon Henderson’s, and that alert 


gentleman is not fooling himself. 
He knows that 
the step we have taken thus far is merely a stop­ 


gap. helpful but limited in its effectiveness. 
Tliat. of course, is why Mr. Henderson has 
been back before a congressional committee and is 
reported opposing general increases in the wage 
level and favoring taxes even more onerous than 
Treasury Secretary Morgenthau proposed. 
The hearing was closed, and only second-hand 
reports as to Mr. Henderson's proposals have been 
made available. 
These did not mention a ceiling 
upon the prices of farm products. 
Since the Price 
Czar is a realist, and hard-boiled, it seems probable 
that he did bring up this third element in the pro­ 
gram needed to avert further—and potentially dis­ 
astrous—price inflation. 
Working men, who support their families on 
wages and try to save a bit, hate to have Uncle 
Sam decree that their incomes shall be fixed, for 
the duration, at present levels. 
Farmers, who took a beating for years, would 
like to recoup out of the present war-induced pros­ 
perity. 
They, too. dislike having any effective 
roof put over the prices they can obtain for their 
products. 
We can sympathize with both. Just as we sym­ 
pathize with the industrialist and the merchant who 
squeaked through the long depression, often by 
drawing upon capital assets and mortgaging their 
futures, and now are forbidden to make good their 
losses. 
We are almost as sorry for the wage-earner and 
the farmer and the business man—but not quite— as 
we are for millions who are being drafted into the 
Army at $21, $42 or $50 a month, and are wonder­ 
ing what is going to happen to their families while 
they are gone, and to themselves after they come 
back, if they do. 
Nevertheless, the people have resolved that no­ 
body shall make money out of this war.

Ac­ 
knowledged superior skill, energy 
and ingenuity of the United States 
are beginning to appear in aggres­ 
sive action. 
You can see it in the battle of 
the Coral Sea, in the arrival un­ 
scathed of a great mass of con­ 
voyed troops in Ireland, but par­ 
ticularly in the exploit of Gen­ 
eral Doolittle and the 79 flyers he 
took to Japan. 
Their venture will be imperish- 
ably famous, not because of the 
exceptional military da ma ge done 
(we do not ve trkhow huw - much 
it was), but because of the in­ 
credible 
circumstance 
that they 
carried a bombing attack halfw’ay 
around 
the world 
and 
escaped 
without a single plane shot down. 
The feat w’as distinctive for three 
reasons: 
One 
The attack was made at 
micl-day in clear 
weather. 
The 
nazis, British and others gener­ 
ally have been staging their bomb­ 
ing raids at night, to get the pro­ 
tecting cover of darkness. Even 
the Jap raid on Pearl Harbor was 
a sneak-up attack at dawn. 
Two—The 80 Doolitters did pre­ 
cision bombing. Each man had a 
target designated. The customary 
way of this war so far has been 
what they call pattern bombing. 
The bombardiers come in 
upon 
targets in formation 
and 
drop 
their eggs together, hoping a few 
will strike home in the right spots. 
The Doolittlers picked the right 
spots, went to them saw’ them and 
split them from 1,500 feet. 
Three— Everyone else has been 
looking for altitude to get away 
from anti-aircraft fire. 
They de­ 
vised even stratosphere bombers 
with telescopic bombsights. 
Gen. 
Doolittle found 
the answer they 
have been looking for, but in the 
opposite direction. 
He rendered 
the anti-aircraft 
guns of Japan 
useless by coming in over Japan 
at an altitude of about 100 feet 
or less and staying 
there 
until 
the boys found their objectives. 
Of course that is 
too 
low for 
actual bombing. 
You are apt to 
get caught 
in the explosion 
you 
cause. At the objectives, the Doo­ 
littlers w’ent 
up 
to 
1.500 feet 
where 
they could 
drop an egg 
through thè eye of a needle.

There is an iron-clad rule In 
Germany that

as a result, in an incredibly short 
time bombed districts are made to 
appear normal, at least outward­ 
ly - 
The morning after a raid, win­ 
dow pane setters remove debris 
and replace glass as the first step 
toward mak ing a strick en area 
look normal again. 
Carpenters, 
masons and plumbers report as 
aoon as possible for their part of 
the work . 
A casual visitor in a bombed 
section thus, on the first morn­ 
ing, will find areas roped off so 
he cannot determine the extent 
of damage at first hand; by the 
second morning after a raid he 
may be able to pass by without 
noticing much of any thing unti- 
ward. 
Conduct Tours 
When large factories are hit. 
propaganda ministry officials may 
even conduet groups 
of 
foreign 
Journalists on tours in an effort 
to prove that nothing of moment 
has occurred. 
But such plants may he com­ 
posed of many buildings. 
It is 
easy , at the Siemens work s out­ 
side Berlin, for .instance, to tak e 
a correspondent over a large area 
and show him many undamaged 
buildings. 
Yet, he may pass within 100 
y ards of a vital sub-plant devoted 
to turning out some delicate pre­

instrument 
which 
for 
months may have been incapaci­ 
tated hv a bomb, and he may 
never be the wiser.

Newr York , May 22.— (A P)—The 
establishment of an over-all food 
requirements committee, under the 
War Production Board and prob­ 
ably headed by Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Claude Wick ard, has been 
disclosed by WPB Chief Donald 
M. Nelson. 
In a telegram read at a meeting 
of the Associated Grocery Manu­ 
facturers of America, Nelson said 
existing agencies cooperating, with 
the new committee would mak e it 
unnecessary "to set up and elabo­ 
rate food administration." 
Nelson s telegram was read to 
the delegates a short time after 
they had been addressed by Secre­ 
tary Wick ard who told them that 
"it is still safe to say th*it every 
one in 
this 
country 
can 
have 
enough nourishing food, but we 
can’t be certain that we won’t 
run short of some particular k inds 
of foods and have to mak e up the 
lack with other k inds of food." 
Willing to Tak e Charge 
Wick ard declared that his de­ 
partment would be glad to assume 
its full responsibility in coordinat­ 
ing production, 
processing, 
and 
distribution of food. 
Nelson’s telegram said that the 
new committee under the WPR 
would "establish the policies and 
programs by 
which 
America's 
food supply will be produced and 
processed during the war." 
The WPB chief said he believed 
the program "will help us to meet 
America's 
military 
and 
civilian 
food requirements,during the war, 
and will also enable us to continue 
supply ing our allies with the food­ 
stuffs they need." 
"The probability is 
that 
this 
committee will be headed by the 
secretary of agriculture and will 
include 
representatives 
of 
our 
armed forces, the Office of Price 
Administration, the Board of Ec­ 
onomic Warfare, and the W PB,” 
Nelson said.

W arns of Food Shortage 
* Wick ard 
warned 
the 
grocery 
manufacturers of a possible food 
shortage. He explained that de­ 
mands for food for the united na­ 
tions had increased bey ond ex­ 
pectations. 
"A y ear ago it seemed certain 
that we could meet all foreseeable 
lend-lease needs and have plenty 
of all k inds of food for other uses, 
and even some to spare," Wick ­ 
ard said. 
He added that “of 
course, 
it 
look ed as if fanners would have to 
produce more of some things, and 
processors handle more. But gen­ 
erally speak ing of producing, pro­ 
cessing, 
and 
distributing 
food 
could go on as usual." 
Cites Tire Shortage 
This. Wiek Rrd said, is no longer 
true.

Futile Search Fo r 
Fugitiv e Ended in 
Dix o n, Letter Say s 


Data Fo und 
in Archiv e* 
Vault Write* Humo ro u* 
But Tragic Page 


State Auditor Arthur C. Lucder 
today disclosed a letter found in 
the archives vault 
which 
had 
written a tragic, but humorous, 
page in the history of Illinois 103 
y ears ago. 
The 
incident, 
which 
evolved 
around a harrowing pok er game, 
an exciting stage coach chase, and 
a lottery that eventually climaxed 
the epic was unfolded in a letter 
of confession written by John P. 
Dixon, 
member 
of 
the 
State 
Board of Commissioners and vic­ 
tim of the event. 
Orin Hamlin, a 
contractor, wrote the confession 
from 
Louisville, 
Kentuck y 
on 
July 15, 1839 before he started his 
history -mak ing trek 
across 
the 
country with Dixon in pursuit. 
It was Dixon's duty as com­ 
missioner to handle the pay rolls of 
the men 
work ing 
on state im­ 
provements. 
When the pay roll 
was due hg entrusted his personal 
draft on a Springfield bank for 
$11,500 
to 
a contractor 
named 
Hamlin who drew the money and 
disappeared. 
A short time later 
Dixon received the letter 
from 
Hamlin outlining what had hap­ 
pened, 
The letter read in part; 
Excerpts from Letter 
"I tak e my pen in hand to in­ 
form y ou of an event that y ou 
little expect. 
After drawing the 
money 
1 started on a boat up 
the river for even to my shame 
(be it spok en) and on my way I 
got engaged in play ing pok er for 
the first time and last time in my 
life for money . 
I got a hand I 
supposed to be the best in the 
deck and I commenced bidding 
and my opponent back ed me up 
until 
we had got up 
to 
eight 
thousand dollars and then called 
me and to my astonishment and 
ruin he held the best and whereas 
mine was but the second best. 
Judge of my feeling of this time 
it nearly turned me mad. 
“ 
y ou will not hear from 
me again for some time. 
I intend 
leaving this country all together 
for some length of time 
--------- 
" 
it will be useless to fol­ 
low' me for my plan for leaving is 
so well executed I shall leave no 
traces behind for I could not look 
an acquaintance in the face again 
—I have sent for my family but 
have 
concealed 
all 
this 
affair 
from them. 
I bid y ou adieu and 
when we m$et again I am in hopes 
that y ou will have a good reason 
for 
return 
of 
y our 
friendship 
which has been so grossly abused 
by y our I don’t k now w hat to say . 
(Signed) Orin Hamlin”. 
Pursuit Started 
After receipt of the letter, John 
P. DLxon and a companion named 
Smith Gilbraith started in pur­ 
suit 
travelling 
by 
stage coach 
through many eastern states but 
returned without success. Renew­ 
ing the search in Canada and in 
the 
eastern 
and 
New England 
states, 
they struck 
his trail in 
Connecticut. 
After losing it they 
returned to Dixon, Illinois. In the 
meantime, Dixon had raised the 
money and paid the amount back 
to the state. 
Sometime 
afterwards 
Hamlin 
drew a prize of $25,000 in a lot­ 
tery and with this returned boldly 
to Galena, Illinois and opened a 
store, according to the "History 
of Dixon in Lee County ” published 
in 1880. 
Discovering his return, 
Dixon at once instituted suit and 
recovered judgment for the $11,- 
500 
and 
interest. 
The 
sheriff 
closed out all of Hamlin’s goods 
that he could get possession 
of 
wThich paid the costs and expenses 
of the search for Hamlin.

ing recently. 
So full of his subject the w ords 
shot out like w aves from his own 
m achine, 
up, down, and driving 
ahead, D r. S co tt told sto ry after 
sto ry to show' how' the old blood 
pressure m ethod would n o t w'ork 
and how' easy it had been to m ake 
m istak es 
w ith it. 
C ertain dis­ 
eases affec t the blood pressure so 
tha t the m eter would 
shoot up 
m ost alarm in g ly to indicate fa l­ 
sity w hen the m an w as perfectly 
honest. 
T hen he found the elec­ 
tro -v ibra tio n s of the brain of the 
sam e person w ere d ifferen t from 
those of his blood pressure and 
arriv ed a t the present m ethod of 
c ha rtin g brain w aves tha t alw ays 
gives a m an aw'ay. 
T here are no 
w eak 
points in 
the 
in stru m en t 
now. he believes, and in the rig ht 
hands it w ill alw ays distinguish 
the tru e from the false. 
H ow ever, the lie-detector, like 
the m achine fo r testing m etabol­ 
ism 
m u st be handled 
w ith 
kid 
gloves. 
T ests m u st be given in a 
n eu tra l spot w ith no third person 
present, and a m edical m an 
is 
needed to conduct the te sts. W ith 
tha t set-up it rings the bell every 
tim e, and D r. S cott told of the 
tim e w hen he w as sure it had 
gone flooey him self. 
A telephone collector had been 
suspected 
of tak in g ninety-five 
cents from a coin box but hotly 
denied it. 
D r. S co tt pu t the de­ 
te c to r on him and asked him the 
proper auestions including, had he 
ever ta k en as m uch as $5. W hoops 
w ent the m eter. $10? 
A w ay it 
w ent again. $100? W hoops, until 
he got up to $5,000. T hen he w as 
sure som ething had gone w rong 
but he repo rted his findings. The 
telephone 
com pany 
began 
to 
check back and found the m an 
had tak en som e $30,000 in n ick ­ 
els, av erag in g as m uch as $15 a 
day over a period of six years. 
He told of the n ig ht w atchm an 
w’ith 
a gash 
In his head 
W’ho 
claim ed he’d been a tta c k e d on the 
job. 
Dr. S co tt found he wras lying 
and suspected som e kind of seiz­ 
ure tha t caused the injury. 
The 
m an ’s atto rn ey 
hit 
the 
ceiling, 
bu t w hile D r. S cott w’as phoning 
the com pany tha t the m an had 
not been attac k ed he wras brought 
back into the office in an epilep­ 
tic fit. 
Dr. S cott told of finding 
a 
girl 
who still 
had 
betw'een 
$7,500 and $10,000 of w hat she 
had originally stolen, of a fake 
who had alread y cashed in up *to 
$60,000, of filling statio n dishon­ 
esty. 
“ If you knew w hat I know 
about filling sta tio n s you w ouldn’t

Dr. 
Scott. 
“Yrou 
g e t all kinds of 
screw’- 
balls in this business," he contin­ 
ued as he told of the w om an who 
really w anted a te st tube baby, 
dam age su its settled, pa te rn ity of 
an unborr. child established, the 
m an m arried fifty years 
whose 
suspicion of his wife w as cleared 
up. and the like. 
The g re a t value of the detector 
is not only in saving industry and 
insurance com panies from being 
victim ized but to pro tect the re a l­ 
ly injured. 
Industries pay a set 
yearly sum for the service. H ow ­ 
ever, distinguishing betw een tru e 
and false is “only k in d erg arten 
stu ff," the doctor said. 
The in ­ 
stru m en t and the technique, w’hieh

and not

product of one brain but the joint 
w'ork of Dr. S cott and at least 15 
of the brainiest law’vers in the 
city, m ay be used in m any w ays. 
The 
psycho-detecto-m eter 
can 
determ ine the intellectuality of s 
man. 
Dr. S cott told of the quick- 
m inded farm er w'ho by a series of 
shenanigans w as com m itted to an 
institution for the crim inally in­ 
sane w here he stayed som e years 
before the d etecto r got him out. 
It can determ ine W 'hether a v ia t­ 
ors will really w ash out once in 
the air. as electrical brain m eas­ 
urem ents determ ine stability. 


Perhaps 
most 
significant 
a t 
present, it can determine w'ho are 
the saboteurs and prevent 
sabo­ 
tage, It is not the instrument in 
the pocket but the idea 
in the 
head that is dangerous, the doc­ 
tor pointed out. 
He would have

fered his machine to the govern­ 
ment for that purpose.

“v oluntarily ” join the G erm an ra ­ 
cial mov ement. 
And when ev en 
this threat did not meet w ith con­ 
siderable resp onse, he sim p ly p ro­ 
claimed that, first, the soldiers of 
the Lux embourg Volunteer com ­ 
p any , then the p olice corp s, then 
the p ublic emp loy ees had joined 
the mov ement "as a body .” Who­ 
ev er risked a p rotest was instantly 
dismissed from p ublic serv ice.

these officials were consequently 
confronted with the alternativ e: to 
join or to starv e!

It p raises the bene­ 
fits of national-socialist Germany , 
celebrates the Fuhrer, cultiv ates 
the H itler salute and sees to it 
th a t p ortraits of the Fuhrer find 
their p lace of honor in all p ublic 
houses, etc. 
It is instrum ental in 
faithfully transferring all the ty p i­ 
cal features of the Nazi sy stem 
into 
Lux embourg. 
It 
organizes 
m ass m eetings in 
p ublic 
p laces 
with com p ulsory attendance of all 
its m em bers and an im p orted Nazi 
sp eaker from the Reich; the win­ 
dows of the surrounding houses 
m ust disp lay the Sw astika, under 
th reat of heav y p enalties, and the 
whole p erform ance is closely mod­ 
eled after the bombastic Nazi rou­ 
tine emp loy ed at such occasions. 
Sim ilarly the W inter Help with all 
its outworn Nazi stunts has been 
transp lanted into Lux em bourg by

Economic Germ anization 
The Customs Union w ith Bel­ 
gium was dissolv ed and the Lux ­ 
embourg 
currency 
abolished 
on 
February 28 th. 19 41. From March 
1st onwards Belgium became eco­ 
nomically a foreign country and 
the Germ an Reichsm ark was in­ 
troduced as the sole currency . 
The large industrial undertak­ 
ings in Lux em bourg (iron ore m in­ 
ing and m etal industry ) had closed 
down after the inv asion. 
A fter 
the arm istice w ith France the Ger-

In sp ite of strict sup er­ 
v ision and heav y p enalties against 
sabotage different areas 
of 
the 
country are being alternately p ara­ 
ly zed by electric short circuits . . . 
This insecurity 
imp edes 
norm al 
economic activ ities. Trade, on the 
other hand, has been ruined owing 
to the shortage of goods. 
The free trade 
union 
of 
the 
workers hav e been dissolv ed and 
rep laced by the comp ulsory G er­ 
man Labor Front. 
The trade un­ 
ion houses hav e been p ut under 
Nazi 
control. 
The Labor Front 
organizes regular works m eetings 
(Betriebsap p elle) w ith comp ulsory 
attendance of all emp loy ees, in­ 
cluding 
the 
m anagem ent, 
these 
m eetings are being used for Nazi 
districts of T rier and Koblenz. On p rop aganda w ith a sp rinkling of 


man authorities ordered the re­ 
op ening of the works and p laced 
them under German control. Dur- 


social demagogy . 
A general increase of wages by 
45 rV had been ordered. Liv ing ex ­ 
p enses, howev er, sky rocketed by 
SO'Tr. 
This resulted in a shocking 
lowering of real wages. 
The in­ 
creases in p rice hav e been sorely 
aggrav ated by the ex tension of the 
German tax ation w ith its colossal 
claims to Lux embourgers. 
It can 
be estim ated th at in the av erage 
tw o-fifths of the income are being 
deducted for tax es and Imp ositions 
by the state, the m unicip ality , the 
p arty , the mov ement, Labor Front, 
etc. 
The food p osition was fairly sa t­ 
isfactory a t the beginning of 19 41, 
although 
there 
was 
a 
m arked 
shortage in butter, eggs and m eat. 
R estaurants had m eatless 
day s, 
and fats were v ery scarce; oil, 
which was 
distributed 
in 
v ery 
small quantities only , was whale- 
oil. 
The p oorer households cannot 
afford the whole of their butter 
and cheese rations. 
But there is 
bread and p otatoes in sufficient 
quantities, and during the first 
y ear of the Germ an occup ation, at 
any rate, no fam ine conditions de­ 
v elop ed in Lux embourg. 
Nazificatio n o f Cultural Life 
The infiltration of Lux embourg 
with 
national-socialist 
v e n o m 
sta rts a t the m ost effectiv e m e­ 
dium; in the 
education 
of 
the 
y outh. 
In this resp ect the occup ation 
authorities disp lay undeniable p sy ­ 
chological adroitness. They do ev ­ 
ery thing in order to make the new 
Nazi sy stem attractiv e to the in­ 
ex p erienced children's minds. 
In 
the p rim ary (elem entary ) schools 
the curriculum has been greatly 
reduced, p rincip ally by the com­ 
p lete sup p ression of the French 
language. 
Among the rem aining 
subjects history p lay s a p rom inent 
p art, and it is understood th at it 
is being taught in the p ure Nazi 
sp irit; as a consequence the chil­ 
dren at their tender im p ressionable 
age are being imbued writh a v i­ 
ciously distorted p icture of the 
world. 
B ut more im p ortant than 
any learning are gy m and games, 
and also songs are greatly fav ored, 
songs, 
of 
course, 
which 
come 
straight from the rep ertoire of the 
H itler y outh—a new school ty p e 
has been grafted on the p rim ary 
school (Volksschule), the H aup t- 
schule, which is op en not for the 
m ost gifted among the children but

Wendel 
and 
the 
works in Hagondange (UCPMI) 
became p art of the Hermann-Goer- 
ing-W erke; the works 
of 
Knu- 
thange were transferred to the 
German Glockner group ; the w orks 
of Uckange a t Neunkirchen and 
the works of Rombas to the Flick 
group . 
The net result was a for­ 
midable increase 
in p ower 
and 
wealth on the p art of the German 
heav y industry . 
(It m ay he added 
th a t 
the Lux em bourg 
high-fur- 
naces are a t p resent w orking one 
shift only ; form erly they used to 
p roduce on Ruhr coke; now they 
hav e been limited to Belgian coke 
which, howev er, is not av ailable 
in sufficient quantities on account 
of 
transp ort 
difficulties. 
Also, 
night work has been considerably 
reduced owing to the ex trem ely 
strict black-out regulations. 
The Guillaume-Lux embourg rail­ 
way s, belonging up to the time of j sp ecified 
the inv asion to the Alsace-Lorraine 
railw ay sy stem , are now being ex ­ 
p loited by the German Reichsbahn. 
The other railway s, which were in 
the p ossession of the Lux embourg 
FVince H enry comp any , hav e been 
transferred 
.together 
w ith 
the 
mines of this comp any , into Ger­ 
man p ossession. 
On the Lux em- 
bourg-Trier line, which is heav ily 
used, there hap p ened 30 
derail­ 
m ents during 
a 
single month. 
(Should the German loads be too 
weighty , or . . .?) 
The Banque Internationale and 
the Banque Gen)?rale hav e been 
taken ov er by the Deutsche bank. 
The Deutsche bank is^at p resent 
the only banking institute in Lux ­ 
embourg. 
B ut also those trading and In­ 
dustrial undertakings which hav e 
been left in Lux embourg p osses­ 
sion are aubordinated to the cen- 


y outh. 
As a counterp art to the 
H itlerjugent 
in 
the 
Reich, 
a 
“Volksjugend” 
<Peop le’s 
Youth) 
has been created in Lux em bourg 
by a Reichs German who is under 
direct orders of the German Reichs 
Youth leader. 
In theory , m em ber­ 
ship of the “Volksjugend” is op ­ 
tional. 
In actual fact, y oung p eo­ 
p le who hav e not been activ e m em­ 
bers of the V J. for at least six 
m onths are not adm itted to ex ams, 
esp ecially not 
to m atriculation. 
The authorities further the V.J. 
in ev ery wav : they p ut uniform s, 
furniture, sp ort grounds and so­ 
cial centers a t their disp osal. 
On the other hand, all the y outh 
associations, ex isting p rior to the 
occup ation, gy m nastic and athletic 
group s, scouts, etc., hav e been dis­ 
solv ed and their assets confiscated. 
Only some of the sp ort clubs (foot­ 
ball, etc.) hav e been allowed to 
continue, but many of them had to 
change their names. 
The students’ associations hav e 
also been liquidated. Young Lux ­ 
em bourgers who w ant to study 
are now only adm itted at certain 
German 
Univ ersities. 
Ev en among those they 
cannot 
choose; they are being directed to 
their Univ ersity by the German 
authorities. 
Like the y outh organizations, all 
the p olitical, cultural and religious 
associations of the 
adults 
hav e 
been dissolv ed. There are no more 
free associations of any kind in 
Lux embourg. A sep arate office has 
been established to liquidate all 
the v arious organizations and to 
“realize” their assets and estates; 
it is the official looting authority . 
Similarly , the whole of the p ress 
is p laced under strict Nazi control. 
Although the newsp ap ers are still 
p ublished under their old names, 
the whole of their staff, w ith a 
few insignificant ex cep tions, has 
been either arrested 6 r dismissed. 
Official organ of the Nazi p arty 
and of the Gauleiter is the "Na- 
tionalblatt.” 
B ut 
the 
form erly 


now used for Nazi p rop aganda. 
The socialist p ap er “E sther Tage- 
b latt” 
has 
ceased 
p ublication; 
some of the top p eop le of the 
Catholic daily (“W art”) and of 
the socialist “Escher T ageblatt” 
are in jail, some are in unoccup ied 
France. 
Catholics are ex p osed to sp e­ 
cially v iolent p ersecutions in the 
religious as well as in the cultural 
sp here. M onasteries, conv ents and 
other p ossessions of the church 
hav e been confiscated, and their 
inm ates had to take refuge in the 
Trier district or were brought to 
the frontier of Belgium or France. 
The m onastery of Clerf was raided 
one night and the monks giv en one 
hour to leav e. They were only al­ 
lowed to take one small suitcase 
each, and were taken to Bastogne, 
where they were told: “Now run!” 
A sim ilar p rocedure was followed 
at Hohwaid. The Catholic institu­ 
tion in the Antwerp street was 
cleared out in two hours' time and 
the nuns left in the street. 
The fanatical zest of the Gaulei­ 
ter in his endeav ors to Germanize 
and N azify the country reached its 
p eak in his order to change non- 
German surnam es and, esp ecially , 
Christian names - a step not ev en 
taken in the Third Reich. 
The Resistance of the Pop ulation 
W hat now are the reactions of 
the Lux embourg p eop le to all these 
op p ressiv e and coerciv e measures, 
to the terror and to the p rop a­ 
ganda, to the sp eeches and ap p eals 
of the G auleiter and to the intim i­ 
dations and abominations of the 
Gestap o ? 


cars ap p eared and charged ruth- i 
lessly into the crowd. 
Hundreds 
of p eop le were seized a t random, 
p ushed in the p olice cars and tak- j 
en to the Villa Pauly , where they 
j 
were shockingly beaten up in the j 
cellars. 
Then they were 
taken 
into p rison and kep t for weeks. 
Those who refused to sign a dec­ 
laration of rep entance and of loy ­ 
alty to the regime were dep orted 
to Germany , p robably into concen­ 
tration cam p s—there is no news 
of them since. 
The students had j 
been p rom inent a t this dem onstra- j 
tion; as a p unishm ent fiv e of them ! 
only were adm itted to German uni- i 
v ersities. and the others were ear- j 
m arked for comp ulsory labor in 
Germany . 
In m ost of the industrial p laces j 
in the south rep eated demonstra-1 
tions took p lace, some of them in 
the nature of serious riots. 
In 
Sep tember, 19 40, f.i., a German 
m ilitary band gav e a concert at 
Esch; p ossers-by were taunted by 
German agents, and a free fight 
dev elop ed, in the course of which 
the 
Nazis 
w e r e 
thoroughly 
thrashed. 
This incident was fol- 
lowed by a demonstration of many 
thousands 
of 
p eop le, 
m arching 
through the streets, w ith women 
and- y oungsters a t their head, and 
singing the p op ular anti-Prussian 
song. “Feierwon.” 
Prussian sol­ 
diers had to interv ene in the end 
and brutally disp ersed the crowd. 
Another German m ilitary concert, 
this time in the industrial town of 
Differdanger, led by a well-p lannod 
counter-dem onstration; all the lo­ 
cal 
corp orations 
assembled and 
marched round the p lace, in whose 
. lt . 
, center the German band was about 
All inform ation, coming out of to m ake music, singing w ith full 
the country p oints to the fact th at 
the sp irit of resistance and the 
m orale of the ov erwhelming m a­ 
jority in all sections of the p op ula­ 
tion has remained comp letely un­ 
broken. 
A p art from a handful of 
p olitical turncoats, like the afore­ 
m entioned Professor K ratzenberg. 
a man of German ex traction and 
long-standing Nazi leanings, and 
a few careerists in offices and on 
newsp ap ers, 
only 
crim inal 
and 
semi-criminal elements assist the 
Nazi cause. 
The rest of the p op ulation stands 
aside in the attitude of p assiv e re­ 
sistance. 
Resistance up to now 
could in the main be only p assiv e 
on account of the immense m a­ 
chinery of sup p ression on the Ger­ 
man side and 
the 
com p arativ e 
weakness of a small and p eaceful 
country on the other side. 
This 
glaring disp arity of forces con­ 
fines the Lux embourg resistance 
mainly to a m ental attitude of un­ 
shaken loy alty tow ard the ideals 
of freedom, indep endence and de­ 
mocracy . It is sheer commonsense 
on the p art of the Lux embourg 
p eop le to renounce, in these cir­ 
cum stances. heroic gestures, which 
a t p resent would be of no av ail and 
terribly costly in blood and sacri­ 
fice. 
Nev ertheless, in a num ber of 
cases sp ontaneous acts of resist­ 
ance hav e been set, either indi­ 
v idually or collectiv ely . 
Thus, the 
demolition of the G reat W ar Me­ 
morial, by the Gauleiter, p roduced 
an ex p losiv e outbreak of the p ent- 
up emotions am qp g the p op ulation, 
when the G auleiter's men arriv ed 
and started their work of destruc­ 
tion. a crowd collected and p re­ 
v ented them from ex ecuting their 
order. N ex t m orning when the a t­ 
tem p t was rep eated noisy demon­ 
strations 
took 
p lace, 
p atriotic 
songs were sung, and the second 
attem p t was defeated again. 
In 
the 
afternoon 
m any 
thousands 
crowded the p lace and threatened 
v iolence, when a third attem p t was 
made. 
SS-form ations had to be 
called from Trier, and a t about 
5 p . m. dozens of Gestap o p olice 


v oice p atriotic songs —until they 
were again disp ersed by furious 
German soldiers. There were scores 
of Injured and m any arrests a t all 
these dem onstrations. But the most 
ruthless counter-m easures cannot 
rep ress the recurrent m anifesta­ 
tions of anti-Germ an feeling. 
The birthday of the Grand Duch­ 
ess and other occasions made the 
Lux embourgers w ear the national 
colors or a locket with the p or­ 
tra it of the Grand-Duchess. 
This 
too, led to m any arrests. On Ja n ­ 
uary 
23rd, 
the 
Grand-Duchess’ 
birthday , the Gestap o raided about 
400 flats late in the ev ening to 
break up p riv ate celebrations in 
honor of the Grand-Duchess: hosts j 
and guests at these p arties were 
taken to the Villa Pauly and to 
p rison. 
(In the North of the coun­ 
try . in the small town of Clerv aux , 
there ex ists another Gestap o cen­ 
ter, sim ilar to the Villa Pauly ; it 
is locally known as “Villa Knup p - 
Mech.” 
(“Villa Thrash-M e”). 
For the first of May the dec­ 
oration of all houses with sw astika I 
flags had been ordered; at night,i 
howev er, hundreds of flags were i 
tom down and thrown into the 
streets. The Hitler-salute, which * 
is hated by the 
Lux em bourgers j 
p rov ides an amp le source of rows 
and arrests. The use of the cus-1 
tom ary “Bonjour” and “Bonsoir” 
and “M erci” has been strictly p ro-! 
hibited. Now p eop le 
say , 
when J 
m etting each other or entering a 
shop or coffee house 
“Hei sinn 
eeh” (Here I am) and when leav ­ 
ing “Elo ginn ech” (Now I go). j 
The Lux em bourgers’ tough resist- j 


ance is illustrated by a say ing, a t­ 
tributed to German officers: “It 
is easier to knock a regim ent of 
niggers into shap e, than to make 
half a dozen Lux em bourgers un­ 
derstand th at they are actually 
Germ ans.” 
In the beginning of January the 
members of the Comite du Salut 
Publique, a secret organization de­ 
riv ing its name from the French 
rev olution, were rounded up by 
the Gestap o in a p ublic house; in 
a great trial in the beginning of 
February 13 of them, among them 
a few women were sentenced to 
hard labor the term s ranging from 
l 1^ up to 5 y ears, for listening to 
the 
BBC 
and 
other 
activ ities 
“hostile to the state.” Similarly , 
the Lux embourg Patriotic League 
(LPL) was rounded up and mem­ 
bers arrested; they were resp on­ 
sible for distributing secret leaf­ 
lets which led to their discov ery . 
In May , a p amp hlet, 
p rotesting 
against the misdeeds of the occu­ 
p ation 
authorities 
and 
signed 
‘Those with Faces of Stone’ (a 
name giv en to the Lux embourgers 
by the Nazi themselv es, on ac­ 
count of their inap p roachabilitv ) 
found wide circulation in Lux em­ 
bourg. 
A rrests of Indiv iduals for list­ 
ening to the BBC or for anti-G er­ 
man 
utterances 
hap p en 
almost 
daily . The feeling of resistance, 
unrest and desp air 
among 
the 
Lux embourg p eop le is thereby in­ 
creased. 
It is true that during the v ery 
early day s of the occup ation there 
ex isted certain illusions in many 
sections of the p op ulation, illusions 
which were encouraged 
by 
the 
form ally correct attitude of the 
G e r m a n 
M ilitary 
authorities. 
Those p eop le imagined 
th at 
it 
would hav e been p ossible to m ain­ 
tain the free and indep endent state 
of Lux embourg ev en under a tem ­ 
p orary German m ilitary occup a­ 
tion, had only the Grand Duchess 
and the Gov ernment remained in 
the country . Although the Grand 
Duchess was not op ened rep roach­ 
ed, her dep arture was much re­ 
gretted. the ty p ical comment be­ 
ing: “Had she stay ed 
with 
us, 
things would hav e dev elop ed as 
in 19 14, and her p resence would 


Duchess and H er Ministerial ad­ 
v isers. 
The Grand Duchess has become 
the object of almost religious wor­ 
ship 
her p ortrait is to be found 
in ev ery house; she is looked up on 
as the sp okesman and adv ocate of 
enslav ed Lux embourg: in her all 
hop e in the restoration of inde­ 
p endence and in a better future is 
emboided and centered. 
The collap se of France was cer­ 
tainly a cruel shock for the Lux ­ 
embourgers, who were so closely 
! related to France. No doubt, her 
influence on our country has suf­ 
fered a sev ere, p erhap s a lasting 
rev erse. All the greater, howev er, 
is the British p restige: it is truly 


j immense, and it 
still 
increases, 
i The same is true for America: the 
• Lux embourgers hav e little doubt 
; that the Americans 
will 
rep eat 
; their p erform ance of the last war. 
Not ev en in the darkest day s of 
the p ast 
y ear did the Lux em­ 
bourgers lose their faith into the 


j v ictory of the democratic p owers. 
British p lanes fly ing at night ov er 
the country are 
being 
cordially 
greeted ami 
accomp anied 
with 
good wishes ev ery where. 
While the Nazi-controlled p ress 
meets with general distrust and 
disgust, the British broadcasts are 
being eagerly listened to, desp ite 
of the sav age p enalties imp osed by 
the sp ecial tribunals for this of­ 
fence. The BBC’ broadcasts in Lux ­ 
embourg p atois on Sunday m orn­ 
ings are awaited with sp ecial eag­ 
erness. The BBC news are the 
only reliable source of inform a­ 
tion 
for 
t h e 
Lux embourgers. 
Thanks to them they are on the 
whole well acquainted with the 
state of affairs in the world. 
To conclude this chap ter a brief 
surv ey of the attitude of different 
sections of the p op ulation may be 
giv en, based on first-hand rep orts:
